RELIGIOUS PREJUDICE. 


We have remarked that the nomination 
of Mr. William R, Grace by the Demo- 
crats of New York for the Mayoralty of 
that city, is objected to by a large propor- 
tion of the Protestant citizens, irrespective 
of political views. Their objection is 
based upon the fact that Mr. Grace is a 
Roman Catholic. The nature of the ob- 
jections urged may be ascertained from the 
following by the Christian Union, a jour- 
nal that always takes an intelligent viow of 
all questions, religious or secular. Tho 
editor says :— 


‘Lhere are, however, graye roasons why 
no loyal son of the Roman Catholic Church 
should be elected to any high position in a 
freo Republic. Ho is by his religious yows 
bound to a supreme loyalty to a foreign 

otentate. His first duty is to the Pope of 
Rome ; his second to his own country. It 
is idle to say that these two duties will 
never clash, since one is religious and the 
other secular, for no cloar line divides tho 
religious from the secular. The reasons 
why a Roman Catholic should not be 
elected to such an office are increased in 
the Mayoralty of New York City by pecu- 
liar and local conciderations. For many 
years the Roman Catholic Church has 
been endeavoring to secure a large portion 
of the public fands for its charitable and 
educational institut.ons. In the municipal 
government ot this city, the funds of the 
city, some thirty millions of dollars, aro 
apportioned to their various departmonta 
of expenditure by a Board of Apportion- 
mont, of which the Comptroller is one, the 
Mayor of the city another, his appointeo a 
third, and the President of the Board of 
Aldermen the fourth, Mr. Kelly, the

Tho latest is that Col, Clarke attacked 
Lerothodi's village on Monday last, carried 
it by storm and subsequently burned it to 
the ground. Many natives wore killod or 
wounded, and the others fled north, From 
other quarters the intormation 1s not so 
fayorablo, and it is rogarded here as a more 
question ofa week dr a6 before the colonial 
authorities will-be compelled to ask for the 
aid of imperial troops. In Griqualand 
matters are becoming woree covery day. 
Several mugistrates Liave beon murdored 
and the natives aro vowing yongeange on 
all who support the Government. Ono by 
one aro joining the insurrection, the last 
being, Unditchswas, who has combined his 
force with Umslalo’s, and the two aro raid- 
ing the country within sight of Unalala. 
From Shawbuay tho report comes that the 
Rey. Mr. Davis has been murdered and 
that other outrages have been committed. 
A force of 2,000 burghers has been called 
out by the Cape authorities and yolunteors 
are also being enrolled and forwarded to 
Tronskju. Reinforcements for the north 
will be sent by the steamer Melrose, which 
leaves the Cape to-morrow. 

Larer.—The rumor that Col. Clarke had 
had a fight with tho nativo insurgents at 
Natal has been confirmed by tho gratifying 
intelligenco that the force under his com- 
mand had won a decisive victory after a 
hot contest of two hours. Aftor considera- 
ble skirmishing, during which both flanks 
of Col. Clarke's cothmand wore threatened, 
a desperate charge was mada, in which tho 
provincial troops carried everything before 
them, Tho rebels were eyorywhere re- 
pulsed, with tho singlo exception of the 
recent disaster to the yoomanry, and Mafa- 
ting has been relieved with but slight loss 
to the provincial forces. The Basutos, on 
the other liand, admit o loss of 800 mon 
killed and many more woundod. 

Additional details received from Cape 
‘Town, in reference to the recont uprising of 
tribes whioh lave joined the Bashtos in re- 
bollion, state that these treacherous rabels, 
while professing loyalty, surrounded tho 
Iuropeans and, murdered them, Tho 
magistrates who were captured, by them 
were submitted to special tortures before 
being killed, the natives meanwhile execut- 
ing a war dance. ‘Tho horrors of the mag- 
sacro have only found partial relief in the 
public mind by tho gratifying and nnex- 
pected naws of Col, Clarke's victory,

Thoso who wish to ocoupy 
svicted farms aro obstructed by menace, 
intimidation, crime, and the intringement 
of the rights of free citizenship. Although 
the Government is anxious to promote im- 
provements in the land laws, yet wereoog- 
nize asf duty abovo all others the duty ot 
enforcing the law for the purposes of erder. 
One obligation incumbent upon us is to 
protect every citizen in the enjoyment of 
life and property, and it may be that under 
certain cifoumstances we may be compelled 
to ask fer a certain increase of power. But 
We will never anticipate such a contingen- 
cy, yot if it arises we shall not shrink from 
the obligations devolving upon us, 

_ Referring to the Eastern question, Mr. 
Gladstone said:—The tate Premier justly 
stated that if the Treaty of Berlin was car- 
tied out it would be very beneficial, and that 
England would not shrink from the obliza- 
timus of the treaty.

certainly moan something radically wrong 
in the agitators. 

The Irish peasantry, especially in tho 
West and South, were in a worse condition 
in 1861 than they have been during tho 
last eight months, but nosuch trouble as 
we hayo at prosont took place. Much of 
the state of matters now is due to the low 
social condition of the bulk of the Irish 
people ; and so long as they remain in this 
condition individual happiness is hopeless, 

Nineteon years ago there was no one to 
place the misfortunes of the people in the 
light of injustice for personal, political and 
seditious projects, But now Mr. Parnell 
is at the front of a party which profess in- 
tenso hatred to the British Government, 
which do not proclaim principles of liberty, 
but adyocate views verging upon Com- 


seem to be very palatable to the bulk ofhis 
hearers, although they sometimes repudiate 
his statements. Ifpeople of common sense 
will only examine the circumstances sur- 
rounding the financial condition of the 
Land League, they will see what an im- 
ense imposition itis upon the country 
that looks upon it as almostsacred. Ithas 
received contributions from America, bat 
no statement has been made of the amount 
or mannerin which this money was ex- 
pended, Very large sums of money also 
reached Iroland in remittances from Irish 
men and women, and the money was dis- 
tributed indiscriminately. Cases have also 
been known where relief was given to those 
who liad money in the bank. 

Mr. Parnoll, with the Land League at 
his back, proposes to solve the difficulty by 
compelling the landlords to sell at twenty 
years purchase of the Government valu- 
ation, which would be undervalue. He 


only the rack-renting landlords to sell, but 
either proposal is visionary and impraoti- 
cable. It would require a sum like two 
billion dollars to purchase tho fee-simple of 
tho lands, something impossible for any 
Goveanment of our day to possess, or even 
one-tenth of the sum, 

Owing to the large space it would tuke 
to go into the cause of Irish troubles 
elaborately, I will just mention a few of 
the roferms which are under the considera- 
tion of Parliament, and these, in conjuno- 
tion with the laws that have been passedin 


ate yoars, will assist us in estimating what 


valuable redress Ireland has received from 
Englishlegislators. Ofprimary importanco 
is reform of Land Tenure, which will recog- 
nize a cononrrent interest in both landlord 
and tonant, and also under considoration is 
the means of promoting a Peasant Pro~ 
prietary, a difficulty which, whon solved 
Will haye a good effect upon the more in- 
dustrious class of tenants, and others of 
lesser importance. There are, too, aGrand 
Jury reform, and Logislation for Private 
Bills. And can we not put the utmost 
confidence in a Cabinet composed of Mr. 
Gladstone, Mr. Bright, Mr. Foréter and 
Mr. Faweett? They will not fail to deal 
With those gravo questions with courage 
and zeal. 

As wo draw near the closo of this curions 
article we find the writer}making’Parnoll the 
subject ofa panogyric. On Mr. Pamell’s 
estate in the County of Armagh, the rents 
are 40 per cent above the ronts on the 
neighbering estates, and when the hard 
timos camo Mr. Parnell promised a reduc, 
lion of 15 per cont, but only gave 7} per 
cont. Abatemonts of rent havo also been 
lately made by the majority of landlords, 
the exceptions being land jobbers who aro 
pationtly waiting until the disturbancor aro 
over and then they will enforce their rights: 

‘These complaints could not end without 
bringing in a religious point on the subject 
of Education. {As for the higher education, 
the Roman Catholics haye as many ad- 
vantages a8 Protestants, and to-day thore 
is a Roman Oatholio professer lecturing in 
Trinity College, Dublin.

THE INVENTION OF ROLLS. 


To the Editor of the Onranio.) 

Dear Sm.—Would the writer of “ Notes 
by the Way,” in Thursday's issue of the 
Intelligencer, kindly inform us where he 
obtained the following information, which 
wo find in his description of Messrs. Rath 
bun & Son's new flouring mill: 

“The system of manufacturing flour by 
means of crashing the wheat with rolls was 
only introduced into the United States 
within the past year, and this is the first 
mill into which the corrogated rolls were 
put on this continent,” 

Now, we were of the opinion thst rolls 
was an American iuvention. Had the 
writer of ‘‘ Notes by the Way" been in some 
of the mills at Minneapolis, and other 
Amorican flour manufacturing centres year® 
ago, he would haye found this system in 
use; and it has since found such favor that 
t is in use all oyor this continent, and in 
some places in the old country. 

Corrogated rolls were also invented in 
the United States, but of a later date, and 
are fast gaining favor, and no doubt will 
soon be the only rolls in use. There are 
plenty of mills on this continent where 
they were used before Mill Point could 
boast ot a flouring mill, 

It would be just as well to reduce the. 
size of the engine-room by about twenty 
feet each way, and the height of the ceil- 
ings a couple of feet, and then you are a 
little closer to the mark.

KILLING HIS CHILD WIPE. 

R MARRYING 

THIRTEEN. 

A HUSBAND oF 50 YRARS—AN ASTONISHING 
FAMILY HISTORY IN RED BANK,N. J. 

Rep Bans, N. J., Nov. 18.—At Oran- 
berry Brook, a little hamlet two and a half 
miles south of Bastontown village, last 
night William Voorhees Grover, an army 
veteran, shot and fatally wounded, his wife 
Jemima, a mere child. not yet 18 years of 
age. The child bride lay, with two pistol 
balls in her head, in her mother’s residence 
at Pine Brook station, this evening. Dr. 
8. H. Hunt, of Hastontown, made two 
efforts to-day to probe for the bullets, sut 
the girl's exhaustion forbade. The assassin 
is descondant of James H, Grover, of 
Monmouth county, and his victim the 
daughter of an old war comrade. In 
1861 William Voorhees Groyer went 
with the old Fourteenth regiment 
of volunteers from Freehold’ N. J., 
to the seat of war, leaving a 
wifein Freehold. After the battlesof tho 
Peninsula, Grover was discharged on nc: 
count of tphysical disability. Som 
after his retarn home his wifo died, and 
then it is said Grover’s mind became effect- 
ed. He was not able to work, and what 
supporthe got was from his father. Not- 
withstanding his helplessness, he married 
a second wile, a sister of his first one, and 
both wife and husband were thereafter sup- 
ported by Grover’s father. The second 
wile lived only two years. Groyer’s father 
then assisted him by giving hin: alittle 
pieco of property near Oranberry Brook. 
‘Dhis little good fortune was followed by 
Grover received $1,200 back pension money 
from the Goverment. Gover now told: his 
parents that he wag about totake a third 
wife, and they disapproved of his choice. 
Ho said that on the hattle field he promised 
to befriend a deceasod comyrade’s family. 
That comrade was Charles Chambers, 
whos widow had remarriod, leaving a girl 
barely 12 years of age. Chambors’ daughter 
Grover said, should be his wife. Grover's 
mother, then dying, drew from him a 
promise that ho would not marry the girl 
while she lived,and he assented. In May last 
Groyer took thschild Jomima Chambers for 
his wife. Sho proteste: nst being marri- 
ng on 50; but her 
mother (now Mrs. Aumack), who has a 
large family by her second husband, insist- 
ed upon her union with Grover, as he had 
money and a comfortable home, while she

pension money which Grovor had received, 
it is said, lie lavished upon his wero until it 
was oxhuusted. It is alloged that then 
Grover began to treat his wife harshly. On 
Saturday last ho beat her, and in terror sho 
fled to her mother’s home, which is near 
Pine Brook. On Monday Grover went to 
the home of his wifo’s mother and demand- 
ed that his wife should return to his house, 
threatobing to kill her if she did not. The 
young wife, accompanied by her mother, 
went boforo Justice of Peaco Smith, of 
Eatontown the noxt morning, and asked 
for a warrant for Grovor'’s narrost, as sho, 
Jomima, apprehensive that ho would

Time, 16 minutes 
and 8 seconds. he third heat was won 
by Hosmer, of Boston; Warren Smith, of 
alifax, second ; and Anderson, of Ham- 
meresmith, third, The fourth heat was won 
by Trickett; Nicholson, of Stockton, sec— 
ond; Olasper third. 

Tn the fourth heat Trickett rowed af good 
race with Nicholson, Clasper being third 
throughout. It rained heavily. The re- 
sult of this day’s contes tleaves the choice of 
four competitorsin the final heats on the 
20th to be decided to-morrow in two heats 
over the same course, and the distance is to 
be rowed by Laycock, Ross, Hosmer, 
Trickett, Hawdon, Riley, Smith, and 
Nicholson, Hosmer won the third heat by 
seven longths in 16 minutes nnd 65 sec- 
onds, and Trickett won the fourth heat by 
three lengths in 15 minutes and 8 seconds.

FATHER AND SON. 
BOTH CONVICTED MURDERERS—ONE 
IN A GONNECTICUT PRISON AND 
THE OTHER TO BE HANGED 
AT ELMIRA, 


. + Hartford Timos.) 

In the Connectiont Stato Prison at 
Whethorfield a manby tho namo of 
Stophon Abbott is serving outa life sen- 
tence for the crime of murder, and in the 
jail at Elmira, N. Y., he has a son who is 
to be hanged for a like crime on Friday of 
next week. It isacase almost wiihont a 
parallel. The fathor, 60 yoars of ago, in 
prison for a murder committed twelve 
years ago, and tho son, only 19 years old, 
facing the gallows fort king a human lifo 
a fow months sinco, ‘n some respocts the 
cases are similiar. Both claim to have 
committed the deed in self-defence. On 
the 15th of January next 

THEY ELDER ABBOTL 
will have been in tho Connecticut prison 
twelve years. Tho story of his crime in 
brief os related by himself is as follows : 
He was on terms ofintimacy with aman by 
the name of Apollos Bronson, of West 
Haven, in this state, and at the time of tho 
killing Abbott was at work for the former, 
and wo infer that the pair had been drink- 
ing freoly for two or three days. One 
morning at about 6 o'clock Abbott says 
Bronson woke up cross and they had some 
words. Bronson in a fit of anger reached 
for an axo that stood close by, and a tussle 
ensued between them for its possession. 
Abbott finally wronched it from him, and 
Brongon snatchod a piece of board and 
struck Abbott on the head with it. Abbott 
retaliated by tapping Bronson on tho hoad 
with the back of tho axe,the blow bringing 
him to his knees. Thon Bronson {tried to 
throw Abbott‘ and the lattor gave him a 
second blow with the axe, and seeing that 
he was in for it finished the job with one or 
two blows more. Abbott gays: “I then 
raised his hoad and exclaimed, ‘My God 
have [killed yon?’ Ee make no. answer. 
I then laid him back on ths ground, and 
startod to give mysolfup. If I had dono 
so it might have turned ont different,as I 
could have shown the marks whero ho 
struck me a hoayy blow with the board, 
But the devil was at my elbow, whispering, 
hide him under tho barn floor.’ I 
and hore I am," 
THH SON. 

When the father was convictod ho left 
an innooont !ttle boy, only 7 yoars of ago, 
to be bafleted abont by tho waves of for- 
tune—not old enough to realize the terrible 
fate which had befallen his father. If a 
kind hand had been stretched out to him 
the little fellow might have beon saved, 
But as it was, ho wont to tho bad, and 
brought up in prison when yeta boy. Tho 
crime for which the boy ia to bo “hanged 
next wook was committod at the Elmira 
reformatory, and the victim was a follow- 
prisoner at tho samo institution. Thoso 
two had an altercation and tho hot-hoaded 
boy Abbott, who doubtloss inherted his 
father's quick tompor, throw a missilo at 
tho other, which inflictod a fatal wound, for 
which he is to suffer the extremo ponalty of 
tho law. Since his conviction ho hes writ- 
ton a number of affoctionate letters to his 
fother, and also sont him his photograph. 
The old man has franied tho picture in a 
clmusy way with his own hands, and takes 
ploasuro in showing it, Ho says, as ho holds 
up the picturo with the tears gathoving in

KELLY, THE BUSHRANGER. 
EXECUTION OF THE NOTED OUTLAW AT MELBOURNE 
THE LAST OP A GANG WHICH BIYAGRD SOUTH 

AUSTRALIA. 

Kelly, the bushranger, was hanged on Thurs- 
day, Noy. 11. Kelly was tho leader of a gang 
of bushrangers, notorious for bank robberies in 
New South Wales, which had long defied the 
authorities to break it up. In the tight between 
tho officers and the robbers at tho timo the 
gang was captured feur persons were killed. 
Ned Kelly, the leader of the gang, was not 
twenty-three years of ago and was the oldest 
of. four dosporadoos. Tho others were Dan 
Kelly, brother of Edward ; Steve Hart and Joe 
Byrne. Up to October, 1878, they liad confined 
themselves to horse stealing. About that time 
a constable, was sent to arrest Dan and Mya. 
Kelly, was shot at by one of the sons, hey 
then took to tho bush, where they were joined 
by Hart and Bryne, and 

TWO GOVERNMENT PARTIES 
wore detailed te search their supposed haunts. 
Ono sot of officers, under the charge of Sergeant 
Kennedy, was surprised by the gang on Oct- 
ober 26, 1878, and brutally murdered, with the 
exception of Constakle McIntyre, and a sent- 
ence of outlawry was proclaimed against tho 
band. On December 9 they reappeared fiom 
their fastnesses at Euroa, held the town in 
terror all day and finished by robbing the local 
bank, Thoy yanished for o time and were 
supposed to haye left the colony until tho 
following February, when thoy crossed the 
border into New South Wales, robbed the bank 
at Jorilderic. 
FIRING AB IT CAME, 
- Good markemon fired at shot range enly to 
hoar their bullots givo out a metallic ring, aud 
when tho figure, tapping his breast with his 
reyolyor, made a similar noise, it struck one of 
his assaialnts that he had on a anit of armour, 
and firing lower down caused the figure to tot- 
ter and fall. To rush upon, disarm and 
Temovo what proved to bo au iron helmet 
shaped like the lower length of a storepipo, was 
the work of a moment, and the featured of Ned 
Kelly, the leader of the gang, were recoznized 
by Sorgeant Steele. A breastplate made out of 
ploughshares protected hi stand stomach, 
except at tho lower part, which was shielded by 
4 smaller plate hinged on. The shoulders were 
COVERED DY SIMILAR PLATES 
and the back protected “in a similar manner. 
The helmet was hinged and had a slit in froxt, 
about a eighth of an inch wide, for visual pur- 
poses. Tho armour weighed over 100 pounds 
and had no less than 26 ball marks, The 
leader bad escaped tho cordon about an hour 
before and rode away, thinking tho other mem- 
bers of the gang would follow, but finding they 
did not he returned to rescue or die with thom, 
Kerosene was prodnced aa evening approached, 
and saturated with it being placed against the 
building, it was soon in flames, Tho flames 
diselosed the dead bodies of Dan Kelly and 
Hart lying side by sido as if they had shot 
themeelvos or each other, finding eseape hope:

was twenty years old, romained, and by their 
side wore found two suits of armour similar to 
that their leader wore.

A GPRMAN’S SUICIDE FOR LOVE OF A 
| PRELTY YOUNG AOTRI ILAIMr

Br . 20.—A suicide occurred 
hore t - th ‘uses Of which involve 
| quoer ou, ions, Herrmann Schmidt, 


a well-known resident of Milwaukee, this 
morning ended his life. At noon the body 
was discovered in a room at Greuner’s 
Hotel. The door had been locked and ao 
sheet stuffed into every crevice. Schmidt 
first took poison, and then placing a reyol- 
yor to his vight temple, fired. The bullet 
mado a hole as large as that of a rifle ball 
and tho blood oozed outin athick, curdling 
stream, which saturated his clothing and 
the bed. The body was? warm when dis— 
covered and lay in an oasy attitude on tho

bed, Thoshot was hoard by a follow. 
lodger at 7 o'clock. Schmidt left this 
letter: 


Dean Mizrz,—Hereby I forgive you all. 
have promised {o close the sad affair. My 
wedding ving I gave you in Milwaukeo, If I 
take the onth to-merrow that you are my wife 
you will go to state prison. ‘Chat I don’t want 
to live to see, Do your last duty, and loave my 
body drested ns it is, and bury me soon. You 
know I cannot live without you, so farewell! 
and be happy!! ‘Vhese are tho true wishes of 
your unfortunate Hans, In my pocket you 
will find $89. Pay tho hotel bill and my law- 
yer I have paid him $28 on acoownt, aud the 
rest Will ho enough for a simple fancral. Now 
I have fulfilled your wish. Ba frown, Bo 
happy. A 

Schmidt came here last Sunday to ve~ 
cover the woman he called his wile. She 
is Augusta Wober or Schmidt, and has 
beon the leading actross at the Germania 
theatre, 
Bowery Garden, N. Y., and at Philadelphia 
and Cincinnati. Shoe was married on No- 
vember 1st to Emil Wahlo, a prominent 
musician and leador of the theatre orches- 
tra, and the certificate was only filed to- 
day, {shortly after the tragedy. It 18 stated 
that Elerrmann and Avgusta eloped from 
Germany several years ago, the former 
leaving a wife bohind. On Sunday, while 
trying to seo Mrs. Wable, he assaulied 
Manager Silberberg, and tho case in the 
police court created much oxcitoment, 
Schimidt was acquitted. Ho then stated 
he would bring a suit for $10,000 damages 
against Wable for “‘erimal conversation” 
and marrying his wife. Judge Smith, of 
the Superior Court, granted an order to 
refer to F, 'T, Williams, and the case would 
have come off this afternoon. Schwidte 
would ther have been compelled to swear

HOW THEY LEFT CANADA. 

A TEMAADLE EXODUS FROM THE 

NORTHWEST, 
KEFEOVS OF BAD LAND REGULAT.ONS. 

Orrawa, Noy. 20.—A gentleman in this 
city has received aletter from a friend now 
residing in Pembina county, Dakota, in 
which the following remarkable passage 
occurs: “IT went to the land office the other 
day and asked the agent to let me have the 
books for a short time. I found from 
them that from January 1st to November 
ist 956 heads of families, (Canadians), 
every one of them (representing with their 
families nearly 5,000 persons) had takon 
tho oath and settled in Pembina county. 
The majority of these men had gone to 
Manitoba, but between ingolent office- 
holders and land sharis they became so 
disgusted that they left for a country where 
they found that instead of the finest 
land in the country being placed at the dis- 
posal of and reserved for the Mennonites, 
half-breeds, Indians, and Icelanders, 
every man who camo hore had the right 
and privilege cf choosiag bis own Jand,fand 
where no rogue or landgrabber cou'd step 
in and take it from over his head. Here 
we have a proof of the disastrous effect of 
the land policy of the Dominion Govern- 
ment, which is driving Canadians out of 
Canada to find homes in a foreign country, 
while ovr own land is given up to foreign- 
eré and a rapacious horde of speculators.”

IS TRUTH DEFAMATION. ? 


‘The Mail has a mission now, as it had 
whon first published. Thon, Mr. Pattison 
announced it to be arelentless war upon 
political opponents, regardless of the con- 
sequences, and ‘to stab somebody beneath 
the filth rib every morning.” Now, it is 
te magnify and glorify tho National Pol- 
ioy, regardless of anything else that would 
interfere with the attainment of one ob- 
ject. ‘The Mail, too, professes to bo 
written by gentlemen and for gentlomen. 
It poses a5 a moral and literary critio—a 
sort of Admirablo Crichton in the ranks of 
journalism. We recognizoa commendable 
degree of enlerprise and a high standard 
of ability. Its columns are never void of 
interest, even when its mission is most 
offensively enforced. These good qualities; 
however, do not blind us to a fault that de- 
tracts not a little from a reputation that 
could be peerless. ‘Ihe Mail is intonsoly 
partisan and sublimely indifferent to con- 
sistonoy. In pursuit of a political object 
it will recklessly disregard the mostimport- 
ant facts of any case under discussion, and 
show a lofty contempt for anything like an 
independent public opinion. In fact the 
Mail assumos to create a public opinion of 
itsfown,fnot to reprosent one. 

It is absolutely necossary in the interest 
of the Consorvalive party, whose organ 
the Mail is, that the present protective 
tariff should have all its merits and none 
of its defects reported. This, as we romark 
above, isithe Mail's mission, ‘The task 
imposed upon it is not neglected. Scarce- 
ly a day passes but columns are devoted to 
a record, varied according to circumstances 
of the wondertul results of the N. P, So 
long as these records are founded on facts 
and consistently framed, although oxaggor™ 
ated, wo urge no objection. The exigen- 
cies of politics, in this country so oxces— 
sively studied and followed, demand them. 
But whon a poworful public journal, des- 
Perate for want of a rofuting argument, ig- 
nores the very elomont of truth and resorts 
to downright misreprosentation to dofend 
4 political nostrum, an exposure becomes 
an imperative, though unpleasant, duty. 

Somo time agowthe Mail published, as a 

“hum” item, a report gathered, it alleged 
from a reliable authority, representing the 
Population and general prosperity of Belle- 
ville, among other towns and citics, a, 
having largely increased during tho past 
year.

R. & A. Weddell, of Trenton, wero the sub- 
contractors for the turn-table, which was 
manufactured at their foundry, and is in- 
deed a very creditable picco of work for a 
small foundry to turn ont, but is in no way 
superior to tho rost of the bridge. Tho 
PIVOT PIER 

was constructed by Thos. Russell, of Tren- 
ton, formerly of Morrisburg, as also was 
tho western stone approaches to tho bridge- 
The upper tier of stone on tho pior is 28 
inces thick. This pier was built by placing 
a wooden caison around it, which was sunk 
as the pier was built. Tho caison was con" 
structed by heavy timber, the bottom being 
made of 8 inch pieces, crossed by 2 inch 
matelied planks, and tho sides built of 5 by 
10 inch plank. As proviously stated, the 
coffer dam, which was at first tried would 
not answer tho purpose, owing to tho 
shelly naturo of tho bod of the river.

Tho Committee on Roads and Bridges 
resumed, 

On motion, Mr. Dennis, the patentes of 
a now style of bridge was heard at the bar 
relative to his patent, of which he had a 
model in ons of the ante-rooms. The cost 
of construction of bis bridgo 24 feet wide 
and 54 feet long, would be about $250. 

Mr. Dennis—The syerago cost of my 
bridge is about $5 por foot, and it can be 
made a single or a double road. Ho pro: 
posed taking his own money and putting 
up a span of his bridge, as an experiment, 
It the cost exceeded $250, he would ask 
no wagos, and ifit was less than that ho 
would expect his wages, $3 per day. If tho 
Conncil approved of his model, and wished 
to adopt it, he would ask a fair romuner- 
ation for the use of his patent. 

Mr. Emo said that the old system of 
bridge making soomed to be mypch better 
than the bridges now bnilt in which was 
used small timber. At least that had boen 
his experience. 

The County Surveyor’ report was then 
taken up. 

On the clause recommending the rebuild- 
ing of three spans of O'Brien's Bridge,

GAD END OF A PRIEST IN TNE CANADIAN NORTH- 
- Wear. 

The Battleford (N. W. 1.) Herald, just 
received, has the following: ‘On Friday, the 
15th of October, the usual quiet of the tewn 
was disturbed by the rumor that the Rey. 
Father Hert, the Reman Catholic priest in 
charge of the mission, was lost on th» plains. 
At tho first nnnouncoment a searching party of 
police and civilians sot ont te seck him, no one 
fora mement doubting that he had lost his 
bearings, and would be found around seme of 
the lakes he was wont to frequent in his nhoot- 
ing excursions. It will be remembered that 
aboutayear ago he lost himself when near 
the Big Hill, and was found next day walking 
south, utterly unconscious that ho was going 
astray. On that occasion ho was canght in a 
snow.storm that prevented him seeing any 
familiar object ; and having only slippers on 
his feet, and no matches wherewith te start a 
fire, he suffered intensoly at tho time, but never 
complained of any pormanent ill effects aiter- 
wards, Deeoased was on laborions student, 
and in Addition, to hia other duties 
taught school every day. Thursday in each 
weok was his recreation day, and it was his 
custom during the huating season to take one 
or two of his older scholars and go ona 
shooting excursion among the hills or tondme 
of the lakes that abound in the neighborhood. 
On Thursday, 14th, he sallied forth as usual, 
accompanied by ons of his pupils, As the 
afternoon advanced the lad complained of be- 
ing cold, and returned home, leaving the 
father to purane his sport alone. A couple 
of gentlemen who were out shooting at be- 
tween 5 and 6 in the ovening saw him tie his 
game together, throw it on his shoulder, and, 
as they thonght, start for home: hat was 
the last scon of the lamented gentleman in 
lite, Ho was then onthe west side of the 
Narrows, and froin tha direction he took it 
appeared as if he intended to go home by 
passing te westward of the lakes; but from 
the place where tho body was found it is 
evident that ue had gone completely around 
it to a place opposite where he had started 
from, or had retraced his steps attor wandor- 
ing a while apd waded the Narrows ata point 
where he was last seen and where he died 
The condition of his clothes favored the lat— 
tor anpposition, and it therefore seems proba- 
ble that he had Jost himself and retrac- 
ed his steps to a place that he know, and 
sitting down after wading the Narrows had 
been overcomo with cold and fatigue. On tho 
following morning tho searching partios set 
forth, and near a bluff close te north end of the 
Narrewa, about threo miles from tewn, the 
police found the body of the man they woro in 
soarch of, life being quite extinct. How or 
when he reached the place whoro he died, or 
what was tho immediate cause of bis death, aro 
questions that romain unanawored ; and thia 
adds nnether to tho numborleas casos nlready 
on record of mysterious causes of death on tho 
pains. ‘Cho place where tho hody was found 
is about threo milos from town, and was quite 
familiar to decensed, os it wan one of his 
favorito shooting grounds, and closo to somo of 
tho principal trails loading from the south,
